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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's comments that Ball et al fails to teach 
the followings are not persuasive: 

1 ) "(c ) identifying a component parameter that measures a performance of one of the plurality of network components", this is taught in 
col. 29, lines 5-25 "network device such as ....".with the monitor 702 examines each packet of a network flow that passes through the 
devices associated with the monitor, monitoring the packet loss or transmission of data flow or a network component parameter, col. 29. 
lines 60-67 which monitoring a value of the component parameter, col. 30, lines 1-25 which deals with monitoring/tracking the flow to 
detenmine a value, col. 31, lines 10-20, and 52-67. which teaches the last 2 steps. See also Figs. 29A. 29B. 31. 

2) Applicant's citation of col. 31 , lines 25-38 which deals with a measured network flow is noted, however, this is not persuasive in view of 
the above citations of (1). The teachings of network components are cited in col. 29, lines 18-22 or Fig. 29A, and the measuring of 
network transmission, i.e. data packet loss, is considered as component parameter. This is comparable to the definition of network 
components shown on page 20 of the specification which includes transmission media or devices. The service parameters defined in the 
same page such as integrity or security reads over the service parameters of Ball et al as shown on cols. 29, 31 and 33 and Fig. 31 . . 
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
